Headquarters 
were in Paris, where French So- 
cialista, bitterly opposed to the 
Moscow internationale, lent all 
possible aid. The soviet govern- 
ment managed to introduce agents 
into councils who urged immediate 
action and reported all the Cau- 
casus ready to join. What the 
soviets desired happened. They 
were able, with troops held in 
readiness, to crush the revolt easily 
and dispose of all leaders and a 
thousand followers who have be- 
come victims of mass executions. 

A the revolt started, the so- 
viets, through agents in Paris, 
Constantinople and other points, 
spread favorable news of the prog- 
ress of the revolt in order to in- 
duce all sympathizers to come intg 
the open. It is even charged that 
the soviets supplied what arms the 
revolutionists had, and that most of 
those weapons turned out worth- 
less when attempts were made to 
use them.

PRICE BOOST 
NOT UNREAL 


Hoover Cites Two Reasons 
in Refuting Statements 
That Rise is Artificial 


(BT A. r. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Re- 
cent statements that the very sub- 
stantial rise in the price of wheat 
is due to artificial causes were de- 
clared by Secretary Hoover today 
to have no foundation in fact. 

“Two things have underlaid this 
advance,” the Secretary said in a 
formal statement. 

“First, there are %8006,000,000 
bushels less of wheat in the world 
from this crop than that of last 
year. Second, the increased sta- 
bility given to Europe by the re- 
cent settlement, brought about 
through the activities of the ad- 
ministration, have increased the 
buying power and outlook for con- 
sumption. 

“The practical effect of all this 
is shown by the fact that our en- 
ports of 35,000,000 bushels in the 
last six weeks shows substan 
increase over last year. There is 
every reason to believe that these 
exports will be maintained. 

“Prices .would probably have 
gone to higher levels had it not 
been that the farmer has crowded 
the market by sending in over 
110,000,000 bushels out of this 
crop against 88,000,000 bushels for 
the same period last year. This is 
no doubt due to his necessities, but 
it has probably brought about 
prices than would other- 
wise have been the case.”

Religion of Debt Paying; Adjusting Our Gold

Paying an old debt when lux- 
uries hold big attractions and of- 
fer a strong lure, requires some 
courage. A high sense pf honor 


is expressed in no other way more 
than in consistent debt paying; and 
as a national characteristic, there 
is nothing that assures the per- 
manence of a nation's business or 
more safety to its credits. 

The higher standard of living 
—and we rejoice that such has 
been the tendency in this coun- 
try—tfrequently shades off into the 
indulgence of luxuries, and here- 
in a word of caution should be 
sounded in order that the pay- 
ment of debts may not be im- 
periled. In the agricultural States 
we have had for four years a dif- 
ficult situation, and many com- 
plaints. Mercantile and money

instances for @ year or more; and 
now that a new era is dawning 
on these States and the promise 
of a bigger income, the religion 
of debt-paying should be constant- 
ly invoked; for only as the old 
debts are liquidated can a stable, 
balanced situation be achieved.

Government of 
Nicaragua Is 


Buyer of Bank 


Complete ownership of the Na- 
tional Bank of Ni has been 
attained by the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment, according to eastern ad- 
vices, as a result of the sale by 
the Bank of Central and South 
America of its 61 per cent inter- 
est for $300,000. This step marks 
the conclusion of an operation be- 
gun in 1912 by the Nica n 
government and by the New York 
banking houses of Brown Bros. & 
Co. and J. & W. Seligman. 

The acquisition of the National 
Bank of Nicaragua was part of a 
program to reform the currency of 
Nicaragua. In 1912, when the plan 
was initiated, the Nicaraguan peso 
was selling at a heavy discount, 
and under the plan a new curren- 
cy was adopted, with the nationa! 
bank having the sole right of issue. 
This currency was known as the 
cordoba and was equivalent to the 
gold dollar. The present outstand- 
ing paper currency of this issue has 
back of it a 60 per cent gold re- 
serve, which is on deposit in New 
York. This hase been utilized to 
steady the Nicaraguan exchange 
and also as a means of providing 
the government with necessary 
funds at par to meet interest pay- 
ments of Nicaragua’s foreign debt 

The National Bank of Nicaragua 
has a paid-in capital of $800,000 and 
surplus of about the same amount.

MODERN FIRE FIGHTING

Some one has truthfully said 
that every fire is a potential confla- 
gration; hence, no matter how in- 
significant a fire may appear to 
be, the first effort should be to 
isolate it. In other words, such 
means should be taken as will ex- 
tinguish, without excessive water 
damage, the small. blase and, by 
the use of sufficiently large quan- 
tities of water, prevent the serious 
fire from spreading. The fifeman 
who is efficient and who realizes 
that fire fighting is a science con- 
stantly studies local conditions in 
order that he may handle more ef- 
fectively the fires which are bound 


to occur. N 

The fire in one mod- 
erate-sized city, for example, has 
made an intensive study of the

tack im case of fire. The 
York fire department has 
oped a system of handling 
lin different types of buildings; ob- 
viously, a fire in a modern loft 
building would be fought differ- 
ently from an outbreak in an old- 
style building with open elevator 
shaft and stair wells. 

However, no hard and fast rules 
for the combating of fire can be 
laid down: no two fires ever pre- 
sent exactly the same conditions 
or require the same method of 
handling. But it goes without say- 
ing that every department should 
be prepared for eventualities. In 
answering an alarm where the fire 
cannot be seen from the outside 
firemen should enter the building 
with first-aid appliances, never 
empty-handed; and they should al- 
ways be baeked up with the “heavy 
artillery.” A case is on record of 
a fire which started near the gas 
meter in the cellar of a large 
dwelling-house; it was thought to 
have been extinguished, but be- 
fore the department left the flames 
had penetrated evry partition and 
wall. Two alarms and a special 
call were required before the blaze 
was finally subdued. It may be 
that the department failed to take 
precautions to cut off the fire at 
the first floor. 

One department, which takes 
this rule literally, requires that for 
all fires in hazardous localities the 
heavy-stream appliances shall be 
made ready immediately; at a 
church fire this department had 
three deluge sets and two turret 
pipes at work within thirty min- 
utes. Experience has taught the 
department that thie is the only 
safe course to follow and has en- 
abled the men to confine to their 
places of origin some serious blazes 
in furniture factories. woodwork- 
ing establishments and harness 
factories so that the loss per fire 
and loss per capita in that city 
ie only moderate. 

TSE OF APPLIANCES 

It must de remembered that al! 
fire-fighting appliances have their 
limitations as well as their uses. 
The small appliances are frequent- 
ly used to advantage at serious 
fires in exposed buildings and in 
| following up and extinguishing fly- 
ing embers, while even a water 
tower may be used to advantage at 
a fire of moderate proportions. 


For the extinguishment of the 
small fire the appliances usually 
depended upon are hand extin- 
guishers, hand pumps, hose lines 
from large chemical tanks, small 
water lines from booster pumps, 
smal) hose on large hose and small 
tips on shut-off nogzles of large 
hose. With any of the appliances 
the amount of liquid used is easily 
controlled and, in the hands of a 
trained operator, the stream is 
placed where it will be most effec- 
tive. The quantity of liquid is so 
small that whatever is spilled can 
easily be taken up by sponges or 
mops or swept out before it has 
seeped through the floor and 
caused damage below. 

A well-known ex-chief tells of 


small quantity of water serve over 
and over again in the extinguish- 
ment of a threatening blaze on an 
upper floor of a department store. 
Thus, only the property — 
involved in the fire was da ; 
However, this chief did not neg- 
lect the large streams and had 
them ready in case the fire got be- 
yond the control of the small ap- 
pliances. 

In order that the appearance, 
operation and construction of the 
various appliances may be under- 
stood it will be well, perhaps, to 
describe, briefly some of the more 
common ones. The soda-and-acid 
type of extinguisher is more or 
less familiar to everyone. It is 
placed tn operation by the act of 
inverting ft, thus spilling a quan- 
tity of sulphuric acid into the wa- 
ter, which contains diearbonate of 
soda in solution. The resulting 
chemical action generates carbonic- 
acid gas with sufficient pressure to 
expel the liquid. In confined spaces 
this gas is of some assistance in 
smothering a blaze, in addition to 
the quenching effect of the liquid, 
but in open places or where there 
is a current of air it is doubtful 
if the chemical mixture fs any bet- 
ter than so much water under 
equivalent pressure. 

ANOTHER TYPE 

There is another and more com- 
mon type of chemical tank usually 
found on fire apparatus. In this 
one the acid bottles are dumped 
into the soda solution. An agitator 
is employed to stir the liquid and 
hasten the chemical action. 

Other extinguishers ordinarily 
carried, but less frequently oper- 
ated, are of the one-quart and one- 
and-one-half-quart types 30 com- 
mon on automobiles. These use 
carbon tetrachloride, which ts dis- 
charged as a liquid on the fire, 
where it is turned into a heavy 
gas that excindes the oxygen of 
the air and smothers the fire. They 
are nonfreezing and the liquid’ is 
a nonconductor of electricity. This 
extinguisher ie of special value in 
incipent fires in oll and grease and 
for electric ares. The majority of 
extinguishers of this type are op- 
erated by a pump. although one or 
two have afr under pressure and 
one is placed in operation dy 
pumping air into the container, the 
alr in turn expelling the Nauld as 
needed. One obdjection to this type 
of extinguisher, though, is the 
emall amount of liquid which it 
contains. Also it must be used 
with caution in closed rooms ow- 
ing to the stup@fying effect of its 
vapors.

Goudge, representing the Mu- 
nicipal League opposing trade- 
marked paving was applauded 
during his argument, as was also 
A. J. Hill, representing the Na- 
tional Patented Paving Company, 
which seeks admission to Los An- 
geles. City Engineer Griffin de- 
fended the materials requirements 
in the specifications, saying that al! 
pavements, both patented and un- 
patented, if laid as required by the 
new speci tions, would produce 
durable pavements. 


GOUDGE IS HEARD 


The hearing yesterday was 
largely take up by the argument 
of Attorney Goudge, as at the pr 
vious hearing, the patented paving 
ranks had their day in court 
through the remarks of Mr. Hill 
of the National Company. Attor- 
ney Goudge declared that by elim- 
inating the trade-mark or patented 
names from the specifications, the 
same pavements could be laid un- 
der wide-open competition and «a 
saving made to the property own- 
ers on work now pending of 
$2,000,000, based on what he 
termed were the excessive prices 
charged by the paterted paving 
contractors’ “ring” for the paving, 
grading. curbs, sidewalks and gut- 
ters. 

These prices. he declared, as 
shown oy the official records, were 
$2.07 a cubic vard for grading as 
compared to 70 cents a cubic yard 
charged b. nonpatented peving 
contractors, or a difference inst 
the property owners, he of 
166 per cent. 

RESOLUTIONS READ 


At the beginning of the hearing, 
resolutions and letters were read 
tram organizations and citizens for 
and against patented paving be- 
ing retained in the specifications. 
Those opposed to patented paving 
included the Associated General 
Contractors, Western Avenue Busi- 
ness Association, Los Angeles Traf- 
fice Commission, San Pedro Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Municipal 
League, Greater "os Angeles Coun- 
cil of Improvement Associations, 
University District Property Own- 
ers’ Association, while the Wash- 
ington and Pico Assbvciation, Busi- 
ness Men's Association of Tor- 
rence, Elliott & Horne, the cities 
of Southgate, Hawthorne and In- 
gliewood asked the patented pave- 
ments be retained in the specifica- 
tions, as the letters said, expe- 
rience had shown that the pave- 
ments were satisfactory. 

This was not disputed by Attor- 
ney Goudge, who “said that the 
trade-mark names should be 
eliminated from the specifications 
so that the same pavements could 
be obtained under open competi- 
tion and thus th’. property owners 
saved the cost of paying royal- 


to patented pavements when speci- 
fled by trade names. 


UNJUST TO MINORITY 
Counellman Criswell 
that the contracts be let separate- 
ly for the grading, sidewalks, 


curbs, gutters and sewers and pav- 
img. and Attorney Goudge said that 
this might be a step in the right 
direction. City Pianning Commis- 
sioner William Mead in asking for 
the elimination of patented pav- 
ing from the epecifications said 
that to permit the trade-marked 
names to remain in the specifica- 
tions would force a minority of 
property owners on streets for 
which the majority had petitioned 
for patented paving to pay from 
36 per cent to 60 per cent more 
for the improvement than the 
same work could be done for and 
the same kind of pavement laid 
under open specifications, minus 
the trade-mark names. 

While the Council is hearing ar- 
guments on both sides of the con- 
troversy, it was still predicted that 
the final vote will be in favor of 
retaining the trade-mark names in 
the specifications, and then the or- 
dinance iegalizing the specifications 
will be up to the Mayor to sign or 
veto. In case the Mayor vetoes the 
patented paving ordinance, it was 
considered doubtful if there were 
six councilmen, as required, who 
would vote to adopt the specifica- 
tions over his veto. Those believed

Whereas, these expert commit- 
tees have reported to the board of 
directors their findings in the mat- 
ter, which findings have received 
the unanimous approval of the 
board of directors, to wit: 

That ne Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce board of directors is 
opposed to the enactment of the 
Water and Power Act as inimical 
to the best interest of the State; 

As tending to destroy private in- 
itiative: 

As vesting practically - unlimited 
powers in the Water and Powes 
Board with no adequate  safe- 
guards and checks: 

As tending to create a political 
machine of tremendous magnitude; 

As creating a staggering indebt- 
edness, the deficits on interest of 
which are payable from the gen- 
eral fund; 

As permitting the officials of 
municipalities in collaboration with 
the Water and Power Board to 
thwart the will of the people of 
such municipalities where by vote 
they may have refused to approve 
bond issues for the extension of 
municipal power development. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that 
this resolution be adopted as ex- 
pressing the opinion of the board 
of directors of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce.

Whatever may be said against Calvin 
| Coolidge, whether inspired by partisanship 
or other antagonism, it cannot be truthfully 


asserted that he employs in his speeches 
the bromidic phrase or the outworn aphor- 
ism. His recent addresses have abounded 
in unique and happy expressions such as 
the academic Wilson or the sledge-hammer- 
ing Roosevelt might have envied. Those 


who affect to believe that he has not as yet 


produced anything as quotable as Harding's 


Take, for example, his Lafayette Day ad- 
dress at Baltimore, in which he said, “We 
want Hurope to compose its difficulties and 
to liquidate its hatreds. Would it not be 
well if we set the example and liquidate 
some of our own? The war is over.” 


What did Macaulay or Carlyle or any 


other original conjurer of lish, ever 
evolve and enunciate that was a bette idea, 
clothed in more striking language, this 
of “liquidating hatreds”? In the sense in 
which Coolidge uses the term, to liquidate 
is to adjust or to settle, as it is employed 
with reference to the affairs of a debtor. 
And then he goes on to point out that one 
way to begin to do this is for our people to 
bestow upon each group of their country- 
men that confidence and fellowship which 
are due to all Americans. , 


What he said as to liquidating or settling | 


the hold-over hatreds engendered during 
the late unpleasantness in Europe was fol- 
lowed by this scintillant sentence: ‘If we 
want uo get the hyphen out of our country 
we can best begin by taking. it out of our 
minds.” The readily-understood psychology

Right on top of the dire forebodings 
of Dr. David Todd of Amherst as to the 
dangers of earthquake to New York City 
because of the heaping up of so much 
brick, cement and fron upon Manhattan Is- 
land, which is in the pathway of a geolug- 
ical fault that extends from Trenton, N. J., 
to New England, come dozens of announce- 
ments of the projection of enormous new 
buildings. 

Dr. Todd says that the only way New 
York can be made safe from earthquakes 
is by the digging of a great shaft a mile 
deep, the finding of whatever caves or crev- 
ices there are that constitute the fault and 
the filling of them in with concrete or the 
building of immense girders and trusses to 
support the weight of the earth above and 
of the great structures upon It. 3 

Meanwhile the New York papers announce 
the intention of a capitalist to erect a 
“chain” of skyscraping apartment-houses, 
each to be thirty stories in height, in the 
uptown section of the city. Two of the 
largest department stores in the world, one 
of them nineteen stories high, with base- 
ments and sub-basements, have just been 
completed in New York. 

Dr. Todd says it is generally supposed 
that Manhattan Island is a solid rock and 
that the skyscrapers erected there are on 
the firmest of all possible foundations, out 
that nothing is farther from the truth. Ev- 
ery local geologist knows of the under- 
ground fault existing there.

Wife of Bay City Doctor Wins |

Mrs. Eklund Cites Desertion;

Among exhibits she introduced 
were two unusual letters, type- 
written on scented notepaper and 


been written to her by the doc- 
tor, she said. With one of them 
was inclosed a clipping from a ban 
Francisco paper of an account of 
an amicable agreement between 
another San Francisco physician 
and his wife to end their marriage 
with a divorce. 

“The inclosed clipping should be 
self-explanatory,” the accompany- 
ing note read. “This is exactly 
what you are wanted t do. The 
wonder is that you have to be 
told. A man does not suggest a 
divorce unless he means it. You 
must know tre doctor has some- 
one else, has had right along. It 
has not been a sudden or impul- 
sive affair but has been going on 
for years. 

“You stay where you are and 
be glad you are assured of an in- 
come. Most women have to g go 
out and work for theirs.” : 

The other note was a no less 
definite hint that Mrs. Eklund 
would do well to obtain a divorce.
